The difficulty which some quarters have in 
‘accepting the official British denials that 
tempts are at present being made to mediate 
between Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek and 
the Japanese Government is something whigh 
is completely incomprehensible. Thus the in- 
fluential Japanese journal the “Yomiuri Shim- 
bun"**has_just published a story to the effect 
that the British Ambassador to Japan had sub- 
mitted a proposal to the Japanese Premier, 
Prince Konoye, to that end. The story, carried 
by the newspaper, and brought to Shanghai by 
Domel, claims that the Ambassador's proposal 
contained but four points:—maintenance of the 
“Open Door” policy, equal treatment of foreig- 
ners in China, discontinuance of anti-Japanese 
fagitation and activities in China and the dis- 
continuance of a boycott movement against 
Japanese merchandise in China. A more ridi- 
fculous basis upon which to seek to bring the 
Chinese and Japanese Governments together 
could only be conceived in minds completely 
devoid of political imagination, for no govern- 
ment would seck to put forward such proposals 
which quite obviously do not meet the realities 
of the situation, That anyone in his right senses 
would think for one moment that Japan would 
be willing to assist in the restoration of peace 
merely upon such promises by China guaranteed 
by Great Britain cannot be believed, for it 
is apparent that in its present frame of mind 
the demands which the Japanese Government 
‘will eventually make upon China will be much 
more drastic. ‘That is if Japan is in ao satis- 
factory a position in China when: peace does 
come to be discussed as she appears to be at 
the present moment, The story has been denied 
in a Reuter message, and on the face of it it 
wotild seem that the whole story was evolved 
jin the not very facile minds of the staff of the 
Japanese journal in question.

PLEDGE of continued, wholehearted and loyal support of 
General Chiang Kai-shek and the Kuomintang Government 
is contained in un important manifesto of the Chinese Communist 
Party published today in the “Hsin Hua Jih Pao,” the official 


Communist organ here. 


‘The manifesto also contains a promise not (o establish secret 
* organizations within the Kuomintang or the Kuomintang army. 


Based on a report, by Mao Tse. 
tung, known as the “Chinese Stalin.” 
the. sixth plenary session of the 
Central Executive Committee of the 
Chinese Communist Party, which 
recently met_at Yennan, in Shensi, 
adopted ‘resolutions aiming at “pro- 
Tonged co-operation between the 
Kuomintang and the Chinese Com- 
munist Party. 

Tn the manifesto published today, 
the Communists also request per- 
mission to join the Kuomintang and 
the San Min ‘Chu Yi youth corps, 
promising: 

. To. submit a list of names of 
Communists joining the Kuomintang 
‘and the youth corps, and 

2, ‘That such Communists would 
not attempt to influence elther mem- 
bers of the Kuomintang or the youth 
corps to join the Chinese Commun 
ist Party. 

Dictatorship fnopportune 

“qhe present Chinese internal and 
also. the International situation,” the 
manifesto declares, “will not permit 
‘2 one-party dictatorship or the estab. 
lishment of a Soviet soclalist state 
In_China.” 

"The emergence, however, of a new 
democratic republic under the San 
Min Chu Yi, or Three Peoples Prin- 
ciples, fs envisaged. is 
‘The manifesto points out " that 
under the Min Chuan prineiple, or 
people's rights, the Chinese Com- 
‘munist Party and its armed forces, 
including the Eighth Route Army 
and the new Fourth Route Army, 
will politically and in organization 
maintain their independent charac~ 
ter, 

‘The manifesto also expresses con- 
Adence in an ultimate Chinese 
vietory. 

Consolldation Needed 

It declares that, with the Japanese 
halting their advance and with the 
scene of hostilities now further away 
from ‘the sea coast and railway, 
highway and river communication 
lines, it is time for the Chinese to 
consolidate’ thelr positions in the 
south-west, as well as the north: 
west, provinces and await favour~ 
able’ opportunity for a large-scale 
ounter-offensive. aiming at the 
‘complete extermination of Japanese 
‘armed forces in China, 

‘The publication of the Communist 
manifesto is attracting considerable 
‘altention here, since it is generally 
‘believed that ‘the resolutions are 
likely to be submitted, for considera 
tion, at the » forthcoming plenory 
session of the Kuomintang Central 
Executive Committee, which will 
‘open here on December 15—Reuter.

“Over ivast areas In China,” he 
said, “there are no roads, ‘while 
battiegrolinds are constantly ‘shifting. 
What hope Is there for seriously 
wounded men? The Chinese soldier 
goes to battle knowing this, and. still 
he fights! and 9 willing to die under 
these conditions." 

He expressed the opinion that this 
state of ‘affairs could not be easily 
remedied, although it could be 
improved,

THE JEWISH PROBLEM 


Nov. 23. 

That the passage of the Labour motion in 
the House of Commons, deploring the treat- 
ment suffered by certain racial, religious and 
Political minorities in Europe, and welcoming 
immediate concerted action among all nations 
to secure’a common policy, will do nothing. 
to better Anglo-German relations must be 
taken for granted. Yet no self-respecting 
body of men could do otherwise than adopt! 
such a motion, even though it were proposed 
‘by the Opposition, and the fact of its passage 
at such a juncture is suMeient proof of the 
fecling which certain events in Germany has 
aroused not only in Great Britain but in 
many other countries. A number of corres- 
Pondents have written to this journal com- 
plaining that editorial comment on the subject 
of the treatment of the Jews in Germany has 
been confined to expressing condolence with 
them in their sad plight, without criticism 
of the action taken by the German authorities, 
‘The answer to that is that such editorial critic 
ism would have been a work of supereroga- 
tion, for there is not one man, with a 
Proper appreciation of justice, and the bowels 
‘of compassion, who has not already formed 
that criticism in his own mind, not one who. 
does not believe that even in’ Germany the 
mass of the people deeply deplore what has 
been happening. The real question with 
‘which the world at large is confronted is what 
shall be done to assist these victims of a 
wholly irrational and sedulously fostered 
hatred? ‘The day is long past since countries 
could extend their hospitality to refugees 
{from persecution in other lands, as was done 
with such freedom to the Hugenots and the 
émigrés from the French revolution. ‘The 
labour markets of the various nations ad- 
Jacent to Germany are in such a condition 
that the influx of more labour would have a 
most serious effect, and might, because of| 
the powerful inspiration of ’ self-interest, 
actually lead to a spread of that anti-Semitism 
which it is so desirable to restrict. ‘Thus,_ 
sympathize as deeply as they might, such 
countries as Belgium, France, Great Britain’ 
‘and Holland cannot do more’ than accept a. 
few of the hundreds of thousands who desire 
to flee from the present terror and the wrath 
to come. 


‘The last sessions of the Evian Conference 
leame to no greater conclusion than that 
something would have to be done for the 
Jews. Since then their plight has become 
very much worse, and the real question with 
which the Evian’ nations now have to deal 
concerns the immediate alleviation of the 
lot of the German Jew, and possibly the 
effecting of preparations against the wider 
spread of this tragic anti-Semitic movement. 
‘The problem bristles with difficulties, not the 
Teast of which concerns the type of person 
ft is sought to help. The fact that the 
majority of the Jews in Germany are to be 
‘found in the towns and cities means that for 
the most part they are ignorant of agricul- 
tural pursuits, and have been devoting their 
time to commerce. ‘That fact alone stands 
largely in the way of any proposal to settle 
them in countries where they could develop 
the land and obtain a living from the soil. 
At the very least those who by their youth 
might be fitted to take the training necessary 
for such work would require years of in- 
struction, while their elders might never 
succeed in acquiring the necessary know- 
fiedge. ‘Thus proposals for the sottiement of 
Sows in areas of Kenya, for example, might 
Serve to deal with those German Jews who 
already have agricultural knowledge or who 
might easily acquire it. ‘They would not 
prove suitable for the remaining and larger 
proportion of them unfitted for such works 
‘or incapable of learning it. Their absorption 
into the industry and commerce of these 
nations who may be willing to receive them! 
presents difficulties which in view of the 
general world labour situation may prove 
‘well nigh insuperable, for, if it is done with- 
‘aut due regard to the interest of the nationals 
Jamongst whom they are to be permitted to 
live, it may very well bring about that spread 
lof anti-Semitism which is wholly undesirable. 
It would indeed be an evil day if attempts 
{to alleviate present distress merely sowed| 
seed for further and extended trouble for the 
future, and while it is not suggested that 
schemes for absorbing the Jews should, there- 
fore, be abandoned, it is urged upon those 
who watch present’ tardiness with consider- 
ble and very natural impatience that the 
Jdimiculties are not only real but very sub- 
stantial. 


What must be the answer to the oficial 
German contention that what happens to the 
Jews in Germany is not a matter of interna- 
tional concern? ‘The sentiments of humanity 
‘and justice, which have not yet been effec- 
tively rooted out from mankind's make-up 
render it impossible for the rest of the world 
to ignore what is going on. The very fact 
that if these people are to be saved they 
will have to be accommodated by other 
nations changes the whole question from one, 
‘of domestic to one of international import- 
ance, and though official Germany may resent 
much that has been said and printed on the 
Subject abroad it has to be remembered that 
the blame is solely theirs. When all the 








circumstances are considered the debate in 
the House of Commons seems to have becn 
lconducted with a moderation which is re- 
markable. Men, anxious to bring about a 
better understanding with Germany, could 
not refrain from voicing their sentiments in| 
a manner which will undoubtedly increase 
the umbrage of the German Government, but 
tt_ would have been pusillanimous to have 
refrained from expressing them because of 
that probability. It is to be regretted that! 
‘such a wave of bitterness has swept over the 
‘world in connection with this matter, but 
it is to be believed that this will soon be 
‘Submerged in the realization that some thing] 
‘constructive must be donc, for the best} 
lantidote for such a feeling is to be found in 
the act of doing good. At the moment 
energetic enquiries are being made amongst 
the nations represented at the Evian Confer- 
jence to determine what can be done for these! 
‘unhappy people. 


humanity will prove undoubtedly difficult. 
But it is imperative that something should 
‘be done, for mankind owes it to itself that! 
the quality of mercy should be speedily called 
into action. 





THE TRADE OUTLOOK 
Nov. 24. 

Mr. Anthony Eden, who at times is posi- 
‘tively revealing, has given the House of 
Commons another of those brilliant glimpses| 
into the obvious in his reference to the posi-| 
tion of the western trading nations in’ 
China:—“One used to regard China as one| 
of the great expanding markets of the 
world, but whatever else happened in the 
Far East there is going to be great im- 
[poverishment. They have gone through un- 
told suffering, and when it is over I think 
‘the position of western nations will not be 
better than when it began.” The Sino- 
Japanese hostilities have been responsible, 
for ari enormous amount of suffering, so 
great that its utmost limits may never be| 
[known, so lasting that it may be generations 
before’ China again reaches the condition| 
which existed at the time of the outbreak 
fof the struggle. ‘The devastation which has| 
‘been wrought, the trek of millions of 
‘Chinese in destitution from their homes 
jwhere they could manage to eke out a mea- 
gre living, the death and misery which has| 
{been inflicted upon them, can have no 
lother effect than to administer to the coun- 
‘try a setback, the recovery from which will 
jof necessity’ be slow. That even the 
Japanese recognize. Hence the grandiose} 
lschemes for the speedy rehabilitation of the 
districts under their control, schemes, which 
Jat any rate at the moment give no great | 
signs of any bewildering rapidity. Shanghai 
and its environs may be taken as an 
jexample, for though the Japanese have been| 
in possession for just over a year if any-| 
thing towards restoration thas been at-| 
tempted, what has been done barely touches} 
the fringes of what is necessary. The| 
establishment of a provisional government; 
Jat Nanking and a new municipality around 
[Shanghai has progressed little beyond the| 
formation of administrations which have] 
not got into any sort of stride, and give no| 
signs of immediately doing so. A few men| 
‘who can properly be looked upon as leaders} 
have come forward, but, with all the best; 
intentions in the world, ‘they are hampered] 
by what has been inflicted upon their people,| 
jand the poverty which has resulted. 

Any who believe that the touch of some 
magic wand can restore conditions to what! 
they were before last August are bemused| 
in their thinking. ‘The process of rebuild- 
ing this portion of China cannot be rea- 
sonably expected to be any quicker than 
the slow restoration which took place after] 
the catastrophe of the Taiping Rebellion. 
That Japan is anxious to be about speedy 
rehabilitation may be readily _believed.| 
That she will do her utmost to achieve it 
may also be accepted, and while the plans| 
which have been revealed up to the present) 
jare obviously designed for a profitable ex-| 
ploitation of the military successes which, 
fhave been gained. there is at present little 
to show that the Japanese are much con-| 
leerned in any scheme of rehabilitation of 
the Chinese which does not bring to them-| 
selves an immediate return. Indced Japan| 
is financially unable to undertake all of the| 
huge task of a quick rehabilitation —| 
jeven if the Chinese would enthusiastically 
jco-operate, which is by no means sure,—| 
fand utterances of their leaders and their| 
newspapers indicate that it is hoped event~ 
ually to attract foreign capital to participate 
jin the task. But that is all they want,—| 
foreign financial assistance for a trade to be| 
jmade as exclusively Japanese as possible.| 
‘The meaning of Japanese statements in this| 
respect has all along been perfectly obvious. 
‘They wish the western Powers to relinquish| 
their trading activities and adopt the role| 
jot money lenders, wiping out the very sub-' 
‘stantial interests which have been created, 
jin the past century and providing financial] 
jassistance for the policy of the Closed Door. 
[Unless this scheme can be thwarted, Mr. 
Eden will have been proved to be perfectly: 
‘correct when he thinks that the position of

‘western nations in China will not be better 
‘than when hostilities began. Indced it will 
be very demonstrably worse, and the only 
way of saving what still remains after a 
year's enthusiastic wrecking is to insist upon 
‘the fulfilment of those obligations so clear- 
ly set forth in the Nine Power Pact. 


‘Successful insistence upon that essential ts 
of benefit not only to the western nations 
whose interests are now threatened, but also 
to the Chinese themselves, who, if Japan is 
permitted to proceed unhindered with her 
present plans, will in a very short time 
bbe reduced to a state of economic helotry 
for which it is not casy to find a parallel in 
history. ‘The eradication of free competition 
for China's produce, and in the sale of im- 
ports would deny the ordinary benefits of 
commerce, foreing the Chinese producer to 
accept whatever the monopolistic buyer 
chooses to pay for his goods, and obliging him 
‘> pay inordinately for the imports which 

van would send to this country. It is for 
Feasons such as these that there is every 
justification for Mr. Cordell Hull to hold 
that the Japanese reply to the American Note 
‘on the subject of the violation of the Open 
Door policy is unsatisfactory. ‘There is very 
Jittle likelihood that the further explanations. 
which Tokyo promises to give will contribute 
anything towards the improvement of the 
situation, for in the reply itself there is suffl- 
cient indication that Japan is rejecting the 
principles established by the Nine Power Pact 
upon grounds which will not bear the 
slightest critical examination. But even if 
‘the pressure which the western nations must 
bring to bear upon Japan in order that she 
will better and with sincerity appreciate the 
position succeeds, foreign interests need not 
expect a very rapid improvement in con- 
ditions in China, So much has been des- 
troyed, so much’ wealth has vanished that 
the work of rehabilitation may very well 
prove a slow process. It will be quicker if 
all nations interested in the China trade are 
enabled to co-operate upon the old basis of 
free and open competition permitting the 
Chinese to buy and sell in the best markets, 
for it is quite obvious that only by such 
‘means as will permit the Chinese, quickly to 
regain and improve upon their former 
standards of living can there be anything like 
the re-establishment of that former prosperity 
upon which the foreign trader so greatly 
depended. 








STRANGE INTERLUDE 
Nov. 25. 


‘The short passage in the House of 
‘Commons between Mr. Geoffrey Mander, 
Opposition Liberal and Mr. Neville Chamber- 
Tain on the subject of the Government's 
relations with the British Press, reported in 
these columns yesterday, serves to draw 
attention to the very erroneous ideas regard~ 
ing that subject which seem to be commonly 
hheld in some quarters, Mr, Mander asked 
‘whether advice had been officially tendered 
to the owners of British papers, by members 
of the government, on the altitude they 
should take with regard to foreign policy. 
|The reply was in the negative, whereupon 
Mr, Mander asked whether such advice had 
been given, if not officially, at least un- 
officially, receiving precisely the same 
response. Had an affirmative been given .to 
cither of the alternative questions it would 
have amounted to a revelation that the 
Government had been playing not only a very 
dangerous but a highly foolish game, for 
nothing in present circumstances could be 
more productive of trouble than an endeavour 
to influence the British Pross along such 
lines. ‘There have been attempts to influence 
the Press. Perhaps one of the most notable 
occurred in the reign of Queen Victoria, on 
the oceasion of complaints from the German 
Kaiser .of personally abusive comment 
‘appearing in a certain section of British 
newspapers, and his request that this should 
be stopped. He was told that the British 
‘Government could take no action in the mat~ 
ter under the constitution, but at the request 
lof the Queen, certain London editors were 
approached unoMcially, and it is to their 
eredit that they agreed to refrain from the 
personalities about which complaint had been. 
made. The representations were made more 
fon the ground of good taste than for any 
really political purpose, but even then the 
Ministers involved showed considerable re- 
uetance to do what they did, It was so open 
to misconstruction that they might easily have 
been either misunderstood or misrepresented, 
An example of a case in which a British 
Government took the national press into its 
leonfidence without attempting to sway 
opinion, occurred on the eve of the crisis in 
Britain’ in 1931, when the editors were 
summoned, to meet the Prime Minister who 
revealed to them under certain safeguards 
[what intentions the government had in mind. 
‘There was no attempt to control the policy 
lof the newspapers even on so momentous an 
joceasion, for even in the face of such a 
risis it might have had very dangerous re- 
percussions had any such endeavour been. 
made. Since then the application of the 
‘OMfcial Secrets Act has aroused considerable 
fanxiety in the British Press, and it would be 
more than foolish in view of the situation which 
jnas now been brought about, it a Govern- 
ment, which has sought to apply the Act to 
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\dvantage of the Press, sought by any 

other way to bend it to one side or the other. 
‘On that particular score the Press is not too 
Kindly inclined towards the Government and 
it would be imprudent until the Official 
Secrets Act has been amended to seek such 
favours as a general newspaper compliance 
with Government foreign policy, even though 
it were by the gentle art of persuasion, One 
of the diMculties which so many people find 
in regard to the situation of the British Press 
vis-ievis of elther the Government or the 
Constitution is that so many people believe 
that newspapers occupy something, in the 
nature of a privileged position. They do 
nothing of the sort. ‘Their rights of freedom 
fof speech and the like are no more, and no 
tess than those secured for the individual by 
the Constitution, and the laws of the land, 
and an editor in these matters can do no 
more, and is expected to do no less than any 
other person subject to the Taw. Tt will be 
seen, therefore, that governmental interfer- 
ence witlr the Press of the land amounts to 
interfering with the rights of the individual, 
and the manner in which the country in the 
past has resisted attempts to make altera~ 
tions in the constitutional rights of the Briton 
gives ample justification for believing that 
similar action now, or in the future, would 
start an unseemly struggle between the: 
people and the Government, It is clear, 
therefore, that the Government or its minis- 
ters if they were to seek to do what Mr 
Mander has suggested would be laying them- 
selves open to a charge of unconstitutional 
proceeding, something which most Britons 
regard with the greatest jealousy. 

‘For somewhate similar reasons a Cabinet 
hoping to influence the Press unofficially 
would be running almost similar risks. 
While newspapers supporting its policies 
might be disposed to accept such advice, 
realizing it had no binding force upon them, 
those in opposition might be expected to 
resent such interference despite the realiza- 
tion that it could only have that weight with 
an editor which he was disposed to give it. 
‘The danger would be that such editors might 
refuse to be bound by any plea for secrecy, 
and, divulging what the Government was 
attempting to do, might very well place it 
in a most awkward position. The Govern- 
ment would have no redress and might be| 
made to look extremely foolish to boot. ‘The 
fact that the Press occupies no especial 
privileged position vis-A-vis of the law and 
the constitution means that any general 
atiempt to alter existing laws may react to 
the disadvantage of the individual in the| 
shape of a whittling away of his constitu- 
tional rights. ‘That is one of the reasons why’ 
the Opposition always watches with a jealous 
eye the relationship of the Government with 
the Press, and while in connection with the 
OMicial Secrets Act it has not acted with all 
the enthusiasm it might,—and to some extent 
that may be due to the behaviour of a certain| 
section of national newspapers —there can be 
little doubt that, if the rights of the individual 
were to become too seriously threatened, 
considerable legislative trouble might be 
expected. ‘The fact that British newspapers 
cannot be regimented as the press in certain 
other countries is something which authoritar- 
an states do not completely realize, Never- 
theless it is a fact, and may be expected to 
continue so until’ there have been such 
changes in the political thought of Great! 
Britain as to make such a system possible. 
‘That will undoubtedly take a long time, for 
so long as the average Briton insists on the| 
preservation of his liberties it would be a 
very hardy Government indeed which would 
try to interfere with them.

foreign rights municipal as well as national 
in China, and the payment of duc respect to 
‘them by’ the Japanese. The formulation of 
a list of common objectives such as has now 
been presented shows to the govern- 
ments of the world the solidarity of 
the foreim community, and the great 
‘extent to which very definite views are held| 
in what amounts practically to unanimity. 
‘Short though it is the list is a very compre- 
hensive presentation of the many substantial’ 
grievances which third party nationals have 





against the actions which have been taken 
‘by the Japanese in Shanghai as well as in. 
China as a whole, and the fact that it is 
so widely supported by the various Shanghai 
‘communities should add to the impressiveness 
of the document in the eyes of the Govern- 
ments to which it is addressed. It will indeed 


[be astonishing if the communication of this 


document to the different home. Governments 
is without effect, for it constitutes the most 
striking summing up of the damage which 
is being done to third party Powers in this 
country.

monotonous complaint that the western Po-| 
wwers fail to appreciate the situation carries 
no conviction. it never did, for those con-| 
cerned have realized from the © very 
commencement that their rights are being 
infringed by a Power which has definitely 
committed itself to respect them, not for a 
limited period or during the existence of a 
particular set of conditions, but permanently. 
Even if that were not thé case, it would 
still be contended with perfect justice that) 
whatever new conditions are being brought 
about are occasioned by the wrongful action 
of the Japanese, and the plea that, therefore, 
they should be allowed to benefit exclusively 
by it has nothing in reason to justify it. 
‘While much representation has been made 
to the various home governments by in-| 
dividual chambers and associations, the 
production of this document enunciating a 
common policy, and emphasizing the com-| 
‘munity of interests in Shanghal, should carry 
very considerable weight with the authorities 
to which it is addressed. “Tt should serve to 
bring home to them the very real anxiety 
with which the situation is regarded by the 
people on the spot and damage which arises 
from these Japanese sponsored irregularities. 
‘The traders of western nationality have be- 
haved during the past sixteen months 
‘with exemplary patience. ‘They have un- 
Aavoldably formed the idea that the Home 
Governments have not been quite so emphatic 
in the protection of their rights as they would 
Ihave liked them to be. ‘There are undoubted-| 
ly very good, and overwhelming reasons why 
this should be s0, but the time has certainly 
‘come when it should be impressed upon the 
respective governments that the enormous 
Gamage to which foreign interests are being

UNCONVINCING DENIAL 
‘ Nov. 28. 


Rear-Admiral Masao Kanazawa, the newly 

‘appointed spokesman to the Japanese Navy 
Ministry has, as was to be seen in the issue 
of this journal for last Saturday, taken issue 
with us in connection with the revelations 
which have been published concerning the 
‘exclusive and widespread trading by Japanese 
‘along the Yangtze. He vigorously denied 
that any such trading as was described was 
being carried on, or that there was any dis- 
crimination against the trade of British, 
French and other neutral shipping. He did. 
however, admit that there may have been a 
few isolated cases of Japanese shipping carry- 
ing ordinary mercantile cargo along the 
Yangtze—somewhat reminiscent of the. ser- 
vant girl's “Well, after all, mum, it’s only a 
very little one,"—but denied that there was 
any ground for the strong complaints being 
made by British and other foreign interests in 
Shanghai, It is apparent from the general 
trend of the Admiral's remarks that he only 
had before him the issue of this journal for 
November 16, which stated the case in some- 
what general terms, and at that time had 
‘not scen the second and third more detailed 
reports which quoted chapter and verse in 
ppnort of thie Soursats contentions, Yor by 
suggests that the latest report of which his 
department has been in receipt must of 
necessity be more authoritative than hearsay 
accounts or stories told by individuals without 
proper means to obtain accurate information 
‘The Naval spokesman, however, has made 2 
partial admission regarding the possibility of! 
Japanese vessels carrying mercantile cargoes 
along the Yangtze, and that he has not been 
able to go the whole distance and make 
acknowledgment of what this journal knows 
‘and alleges to be the real facts of the situa- 
tion, is in all probability due to the paucity 
‘of information on the subject which the 
‘Ministry of Navy has received in Tokyo. This| 
{journal does not for one moment suggest that 
the Admiral is wilfully endeavouring to dis- 
tort the facts, but docs suggest that if he 
were in possession of what is very common 
knowledge in Shanghai his replies at the press 
conference would have been somewhat dif- 
ferent, 
It is common knowledge that forwarding 
agencies engaged in sending goods up the 
Yangtze have advertised their activities in 
the local Chinese press. The number of 
people who have been engaged in handling 
the goods at the various ports as well as in 
Shanghai have made it quite impossible for 
the business to be transacted with any degree 
fof secrecy, and this journal repeats that it 
is by now notorious that such trading is in 
progress and has been so for a number of 
months past. It is equally notorious that the 
Japanese authorities in other Chinese ports| 
which they occupy have been also engaged 
in this work of active discrimination, and a 
reference to the conditions prevailing in 
‘Tientsin, Chefoo, and Tsingtao will provide 
ample proof of the assertion. In the cir- 
feumstances it is quite easy to understand 
why the Japanese replies to the American, 
British, and French notes on the subject of 
reopening the Yangtze have aroused the 
keenest dissatisfaction in the countries to| 
Which those replies were addressed. They’ 
diverge so widely from the known facts of 
the situation that it would be the height of 
folly to expect that they could ever have 
contributed to the adjustment of what is a 
very real grievance against the Japanese. It 
was consequently only to be expected that 
the British Ambassador to Tokyo should 
have been instructed to inform the Japanese 
Foreign Minister that His Majesty's Govern 
‘ment could not accept as valid the arguments 
adduced against reopening the Yangtze, and| 
While the attitude of the American’ and 
French Governments has not yet been revealed| 
it is believed that they will adopt precisely 
the same position. There has been some sug- 
gestion that the Japanese Government may| 
be induced to reconsider the question, in the| 
light of the reaction to its original reply. 
It is to be hoped that this will be done, but 
unless it is done in manner favourable to| 
the desires of the western Powers involved, 
it can bring about no settlement of the issu, 
‘but only tend to exacerbate the impatience! 
‘which is already being expressed. 

._ There is much to be said for the complaint 
fm one British Journal, ‘that the authorities 
home appear to have been  regardi 
developments in China with ‘nm unieetone| 
degree of complacency. That has undoubted 
ly been due to preoccupations elsewhere, but 
now that those matters have been disposed 
lof, it is only reasonable to expect that} 
attention will now be given to their interests 
in the Far East which have too long been 
neglected. The time for the taking of very 
definite action for the purpose of securing 
the righting of those wrongs under which 
‘western nationals have. been unnecessarily 
subjected to for well over a year is long 
overdue, and it ought to be possible by 
‘means of parallel action by the three nations 
most chiefly concerned to bring sufficient 
bressure upon Japan to recognize the rights 
Which they undoubtedly have in China.

‘The letter over the signature of Mr. E. F. 
Harris, concerning conditions prevailing in the 
Western Area, should receive the carnest at 
tention of the authorities, for it draws attention 
to a deplorable state of affairs, which never 
Jought to have been allowed to occur and which 
leven now should be remedied as quickly, and 
jas far as possible.

“We appreciate the attitude of the 
French government and the authori- 
ties on. the ‘spot and what they are 
doing to halt this trade. We depend 
fon their sincere co-operation as the 
means of getting a quick solution of 
this problem. Tt is difficult to learn 
the exact details of the trame. But 
we know from the fact that Chiang 
Kai-shek is boasting of being able to 
put up long resistance against Japan 
that he is actualy getting arms from 
somewhere, While such talk may be 
partly discounted as Chinese propa- 
ganda, nevertheless they are getting 
considerable arms through the Indo- 
China route. Lately Japanese resi- 
dents in Indo-China have been suffer- 
ing from some forms of oppression, 
‘and while we cannot say exactly as 
to where our information as to this,

It is 
understood that she will be detained 
In Shanghai approximately ten days 
before she will be fit to continue her 
Journey. 

‘The Polzelia is a vessel of 2,068 
tons, from Newport. She came to 
Shanghal from Calcutta.

Two Chinese Escape 
From Prison Cell 


Shanghai, Nov. 25. 

‘Two dangerous criminals managed 
to escape from the Chinese Prison on 
Rue Stanislas Chevalier shortly after 
11 pm. on Nov. 23. They enjoyed 
only a few hours of freedom how- 
ever as one was nabbed by the 
Settlement Police at 5.30 o'clock 
yesterday morning, whilst the second 
was arrested by'a French search 
party shortly afterwards in the 
gardens of the Aurora University on 
‘Avenue Dubail. 

‘The prisoners, Leu Yeo-eu and 
Wang Sao-ding ‘were cell-mates on 
the third floor of the prison build- 
ing, Leu having been sentenced to 
12 years’ imprisonment in April, 
1938, for having thrown a hand- 
freniade which caused one person to 
‘die and three to be injured at the 
entrance of a Chinese school at 
Route Voyron, whilst his companion 
yas sentenced to seven years’ im- 
prisonment in May 1997 for a num- 
ber of armed robberies which he 
perpetrated. 

‘The two managed to saw through 
one of the bars in the door of their 
cell and, after many hours of 
strenuous work, also sawed through 
another bar of a window giving on 
the street. They made a 15 foot 
jump to the pavement and disap- 
peared. The alarm was raised soon 
Afterwards and with the cooperation 
of the Settlement Police, Lou's 
home on Macao Road was’ raided. 
Upon the arrival of the police 
party, the jail-breaker managed to 
escape through a back-door so. that 
the police left although the building 
was kept under observation for 9 
number of hours. At 5.30 a.m. 
yesterday, Leu,, believing it safe to 
Feturn, was nabbed just as he was 
about to enter his home. 

‘About 30 minutes later, French 
search parties which had been out all 
night, discovered the second prisoner 
hiding under a bush in the gardens 
surrounding the Aurora University 
fon Avenue Dubail. He attempted to 
run away but owing to a foot-injury 
sustained during his jump to the 
pavement a few hours previously, he 
wwas unable to outdistance the detec- 
tives who handed him back to the 
prison authorities.

| returned to China and was appointed 
fo Yunnanfu where the — following| 
year he was made Consul Gener 
In 1921 M. Naggiar was transferred| 
to Montreal, Canada, Tn 1924 he was: 
reealled to Paris and pointed 
director in charge of the services of 
French organizations abroad. On 
December 31, 1925, the departine 
Ambassador was appointed Consul 
General at Shanghai only to be. re~ 
called to Paris in March 1927 where 
he headed the Asin department of 
the Foreign Office, his work being 
considered remarkable. On January 
1, 1932, he was appointed Minister 
Plenipotentiary in Belgrade and in 
1985 the betame Minister to Prague. 

When in December 1935, the French | 
Government appointed its frst Am- 
bassador to China, M. Naggiar was 
selected. He is commander of the 
Legion @'Honneur and has been de- 
corated with the Great Cross of the

Salacious Book 
Sellers Seized 


Shanghai, Nov. 25, 

Action by headquarters detectives 
of the Shanghai Municipal Police so 
far this month has resulted in the 
bringing to justice of ten cases in- 
volving the publication and dissemin- 
ation of indecent “literature,” while 
several further cases are being in- 
vestigated. Some of these instances 
have caused public comment, and it 
Is felt by the Police that the fight 
against salacious pictures and publica 
tions would be more effective if the 
‘offenders were more severely dealt 
‘with upon conviction. 

“It is regrettable that those arrested 
‘or summoned are in practically every 
instance dealt with by fine, a punish- 
‘ment which police experience shows 
to be no deterrent," a Headquarters 
official said yesterday in commenting. 
on this month's cases. “It would be 
very much in the interests of the 
community were such individuals 
riven a term of imprisonment,” he 
added. 

‘The Municipal Police took action 
ten cases involving indecent pub- 
lications between November 7 and 11, 
All the offenders were Chinese, and 
court convictions were obtained in 

‘cases, while the remain- 
ve not yet been concluded, 








Indecent Advertisements 

A scrutiny of the list of court ac- 
ons shows that most of the cases 
concern indecent advertisements ap- 
pearing in Chinese daily newspapers, 
while 2 smallest portion of them in- 
volve the publication and offering for 
sale of salacious books. The severest 
punishment inflicted in of the 
cases so far is a fine of $80 each, or 
a term of eighty days in jail, imposed 
‘on two Chinese arrested for hawking 
indecent books on Avenue Edward 
VIE. Some of the newspaper editors 
who allowed improper advertisements 
to appear in their journals were fined 
$20 each. 

Efforts to weed out indecent books 
and mogazines from the shelves, trays 
and stands of booksellers are’ being 
made by the police as the drive 
against the offenders continues. 











Vacant Tiendong Road

Another Murder in 
Troubled Louza 


‘Shanghal, Nov. 29. 


Yet another murder of a Chinese 
took place in the Louza district 
yesterday afternoon when unidenti- 
fed desperados riddled thelr victim 
with ‘pistol bullets at the crowded 
Intersection of Chekiang Road and 
‘Avenue Edward VI, and escaped. 
The target for the assassins’ fusillade, 
who died almost instantly, was Chu 
Koh-ping. 42, a native of Changehow 
who was formerly an employee of the 
JGarrison Commander's office of the 
new “regime.” No-one else was 
‘wounded. 

‘The bold attack occurred at exactly 
}3.58 o'clock. Apparently the gunmen 
waylaid thelr victim, who was on 
foot, and sprayed him with bullets 
fat close range. His head and ‘body 
had six wounds, attesting six direct 
hits, ‘when examined later at the 
Lester Chinese Hospital. where he 
was taken in a Fire Brigade ! am- 
[bulanee. ‘Two automatic pistols were 
used, one being of .38 calibre and 
the other a 32. 

Possibly more than six shots were 
fOred by the murderers, but only the 
half dozen took effect in the victim's 
body. “The rain of bullets naturally 
‘caused a panic among pedestrians 
and others at the populous crossing 
Jand made scores of persons scamper 
‘into alleyways and shops in search 
lof safety. Tt was considered remark- 
fable that no-one else was hit by the 
fusitlade, 

Folitieal Motive? 

‘The body was taken to the Public 
Mortuary last night. The man was 
of the “loafer type, to which the 
Chinese terms “pi-san” or “liu-mang” 
fare applied. ‘The murder was sus- 
ected to be of political nature. and 
hhence detectives of the S.M-P. Head~ 
quarters special homicide office were 
ealled in to assist Louza Station in 
the investigation. 

As a result of yesterday's assassinu- 
tion and two previous ones, all of 
which took place in the same dis- 
frlet inside four days, the police 
redoubled thelr efforts last night to 
comb the | Louza — todging-house 
neighbourhoods and alleyways for 
susplelous characters. Search-parties 
operated at regular intervals and 
many suspects were challenged both 
jon the street and in houses, Head- 
‘quarters detectives also. made a 
number of raids through the day 
land evening. 

Other Victim Hentined

"Mr, Wang has been a great 
felend cf the Hospital,” . states the 
monthly report for October, “assist 
ing both’ financially and materially 
‘and his passing is a sad loss, Mr. 
Wang's renowned skill as an artist 
is perpetuated by the lettering in 
Chinese of the name of the institution 
fon the outside of the building, the 
original of the characters having 
been drawn by Mr. Wang personally.” 

‘Statistics for the month revealed 
that the number of out-patient visits 
totalled 21,360, and in-patient ad- 
missions,’588. ‘There were 8,845 bed 
days, Aitempted suicides again oc- 
cupied much of the Hospital's time, 
40 men and 58 women having been 
tweated after abortive attempts 0 
end their lives. 

‘The number of in-patient operations 
was 184, and out-patient, 351. In- 
Gustrial ‘accident cases ‘totalled 32. 
while there were 609 cases brought 
in by the Shanghai Municipal Police 
and 68 by the French Municipal 
Police.

OBITUARIES 


Mr. H. M. Skerrett-Rogers 
Shanghai, Nov. 24, 
Mr.” H. M. Skerrelt-Rogers, who 
died recently in Paris at the age of 
82, came out to China in 1877, to 
join the them well-known firm of 
Russell & Co. as Chaatsze. He left 
Foochow in 1895 for France and was 
Jong in business in Paris. 
During the four years of the Great 
War he served with the American 
Ambulance units and with the Ameri- 
ean Red Cross in France. For. his: 
World War services he received the 
Mons 1914 Siar, the Overseas Service 
medal and the Victory medal. 
For rescuing a French Consul at 
Foochow, during. a ncval bombard- 
ment there in the last coniury, he 
also wore the cross of the French 
Legion of Honour. Other French 
honours were the Reconnaissance 
Francaise Gold Medal of Honour, 
Omcer of the Academy, and -Officer 
of the order of Nicham Iftekar. 
Mr, Henry Skerrett-Rogers, who 
was the elder son of the late Henry 
Skerrett-Rogers of Cliff’ Castle, 
Dalkey, Co. Dublin, is survived by 
his wife, Catherine Clifford, and a 
daughter, Mrs. Wellesley ‘Kipling, 
well known members of the Paris 
‘American colony. 











‘Mr, Robert Sims 

Shanghi . 
Mr. Richard Sims former Assistant 
Commissioner of Police and Super- 
Intendent of Gaols, Shanghai, died at 
his home Eden Side Eastwick Road, 
‘Taunton, England, on November 10. 

For 26 years Mr. Sims was in the 
Shanghai ‘Municipal Gaol Service at 
‘Ward Road Gaol. He eame to Shang- 
hai in 1905. Previously he had been 
for six months in the Irish Prison 
Service at Galway Ireland, his native 
country. He became head of the 
Ward Road Gaol and in 1929 was 
appointed Superintendent of all gaols. 
He retired in 1931. 

Within two months of arriving in 
Shanghai, Mr. Sims was instrumental 
in quelling one of the worst revolts 
in the history of Ward Road Gaol. 
He and others on duty were forced 
to draw their pistols on the mob and 
several men were killed, including 
the ringleader of the revolt, Van 
Kah-deu, a brother of Van Mo-mo_ 
Who Was notorious at the time. In 
1927, the staff led by Mr. Sims pre~ 
vented a similar attempted break 
after an Indion warder was killed 
‘and several men were wounded. 

In_ 1905, there were 400 prisoners 
‘at Ward Road. When Mr. Sims left 
Shanghat in 1991 there were 6,700. 
In all Mr. Sims’ experience there ws 
never a successful gaol break. 
spoke several local dialects and was 














the founder of the Prisoners’ Aid 
Society. 
He was a prominent Freemason 


‘being a member of the Tuscan Lodge 
‘and the Founder and Worshipful 
‘Master of the Trish Lodge in Shanghai. 
Four years ago, Mr. Sims and his 
son-Robert opened the Sunset Tomato 
Farm at Kingston, near Taunton. 
Both Mr, and Mrs. Sims were mem- 
bers of the Taunton Bowling Club. 

‘At the funeral which took place 
at Staplegrove, near Taunton, 
prineipal mourners were Mrs. Sims, 
Mr. Robert Sims and Miss Margaret 
Sims, son and daughter. Among 
‘others present were Mr. and Mrs. 
‘Wheeler, Mr, and Mrs. R. J. Harris, 
and Mr. O. V. Lanning ail formerly 
of Shanghai.

On the 3rd,--Sinza and Central 
Divisions successfully fought a fire of| 
serious dimensions in a_godown of 
the Ewo Press Packing Co. Premises 
Jocated at Kansuh and North Soo- 
ichow Roads. 

Sections from Sinza Station te- 
sponded o a telephone call at 1.24 
am. and found the upper floor of an 
‘old two-storeyed godown of brick 
construction with wooden interior 
and wood-lined corrugated-iron roof, 
mneasuring approximately 100 foct by 
70 feet and containing baled and loose 
‘cotton, well alight. 


The fire was so well established 
that there appeared to be little hope 
of saving any portion of the building 
‘or ils contents, and, as there was 
danger of the surrounding property. 
becoming involved, particularly a 
Iarge godown of brick and timber 
fconstruction to the south, an 
fassistance call was turned in and 
machines from Central Station re- 
sponded. All the windows being 
/metal-shuttered, the heat was so great, 
land the smoke so dense within the 
‘building that it was impossible for 
the fire to be reached at the outset 
from the interior and consequently 
iets were directed through the upper 
windows. Much of the heat and 
smoke was released when, in the 
early stages. the fire burned through 
the ‘southern extremity of the roof, 
‘and, with the ventilating measures 
that were being carried out by the 
detachment, this made it possible for 
lines of hose to be worked into the 
affected floor by way of the interior 
stairease and the fire thus tackled at 
close range. 

Although the contents of one half 
Jot the upper floor and the timber- 
Lining of the entire roof were well 
alight, and in spite of the fact that 
the interior of the building was 
lentirely of wood, the combined 
Divisions gained control of the out- 
break and succeeded in saving the 
‘contents of one half of the first and 
the whole of the ground floor. ‘The 
Salvage Section responded and, by 
sheeting-up and other salvage 
measures, did much to reduce the 
water damage amongst the colton on 
the ground floor.

3,272 Adminis- 
lrative cases were prosecuted to com 
pletion, out of which number 3,272 
persons were convicted and none| 
were acquitted. 70 Criminal cases 
were withdrawn and 1,080 were pro- 
secuted to. completion,” out of which, 
number 968 persons were convicted 
and 112 were acquitted. The total 
imber of Administrative and Crim- 
wal cases prosecuted to completion 
was 452 as compared with 3,463, 
cases in September. 4,240 persons 
were convicted and 112 persons were 
acquitted, as compared, with 3,326 
persons convicted and 137 persons ‘ac- 
‘quitted in September.

“The sufferings Hitler has caused 
his oMcials. to inflict upon halt a 
million of his people are indeed ter- 
rible, but they are wholly necligible 
‘compared to the sufferings the Japan 
fese armed forces ere inflicting upon 
the Chinese people, who are not their 
subjects, and with whom they are 
not officially at war.” 

30,000,000 Destitute 

The writer gives Agures of the 
casualties in China during the pa 
eighteen months, which he says, “in- 
clude the best part of » million’ men, 
{killed and disabled while fighting. and 
tons of thousands of civilians butcher- 
ed. some with bombs and some in 
cold blood,” 

He adds that 30,000,000 are destitute 
and homeless, of whom “a portion 
have lready' died from starvation 
‘and pestilence.” 

‘The correspondent says that the 
purpose of his letter Is “to point out 
how apparently inconsistent some- 
times are the standards of interna- 
tional morality. 

‘echnieally, the Germens are right 
when they say that their savage op- 
pression of the Jews is none of our 
business, 

“Technically, on the other hand, the 
appalling plight of the Chinese is our 
business, “the British Government 
being bound by the League Resolution 
of February 2, 1938, to consider how 
far it can extend eid to China.”

[Surrey Regiment, are called, were raised 
‘Marines in 1702 with the title Villier's 
/Marines. In 1715 they became the 3ist Foot, 
and the Huntingdonshire Regiment in 1762. 
They took part in the capture of Gibraltar 
‘and at Dettingen in 1743, and after leaving 
the sea service, they were mistaken by 
George 11 for the Buffs (Royal East Kent! 
Regiment) as they both had similar buff 
facings. 

When informed of his mistake the Royal 
personage exclaimed, “Well done then, Young. 
Buffs," and the name has stuck to them 
fever since although the colour of facings is 
now white, An interesting fact concerning 
‘the Battalion is that owing to its sea service 
its officers drink the King's health seated. 
In 1624, on their way to India, in the East 
India vessel, Kent, the ship foundered, and 
luckily, the ‘majority of the Regiment’ was 
saved. 











‘The 2nd Battalion, now in Shanghai, 
originally was raised ‘from a second batt 
Mon of the 3ist Foot in 1756, becoming a 
separate unit, the 70th Foot, two years’ later. 
In 1825 it became the Surrey Regiment and 
‘was united with the original Ist Battalion 
lunder the Cardwell System in 1861. In 
1812 they received the title Glasgow Low- 
and Regiment for a short time. 

During the Great War eighteen battalions 
served and the 8th Battalion on the: Somme 
advanced over the 1% miles to the German 
‘wenches kicking four footballs. When the 
enemy lines were reached the balls were 
shot into the trenches and one of them is 
preserved at the Regimental Depot at King- 
ston-on-Thames. ‘There are two militia 
battalions, 3rd and 4th, provided by the 
ist Royal Surrey Militia and the 3rd Royal’ 
[Surrey Militia. In the Territorial Army 
there are two battalions,.sth and 6th, and 
the 23rd London Regiment (the East Surrey 
Regiment) forms part of the corps of the 
East Surrey Regiment, while the 2ist Lon- 
Jdon Regiment (First Surrey Rifles) is aff- 
liated to the corps. Allied Regiments are 
the South Alberta Regiment of Canada, the 
With Battalion of Australian Infantry, and 
the Otago Regiment of New Zealand.

Surreys, the traditions of the British Army 
abroad. 

First of all, mention must be made of the 
Jnseed Lancers.” the “Pills” or “Poultice 
Wallopers,” known as the Royal Army Medi- 
cal Corps. This Corps was organized in 
1873 and it has the honour being the only 
corps in the Army which had two of its 
members win the Victoria Cross and two] 
Bars, In Shanghai these men are stationed 
‘at the British Military Hospital in Central 
Road, where they perform efficient service 
together with members of Queen Alexandra's 
Imperial Military Nursing Service. 

The RASC, whose Regimental tune is 
“Wait for the “Wagon,” have borne such 
nicknames as the “London Thieving Corps," 
the “Commos,” the “Moke ‘Train” and the 
“Murdering Thieves,” but these opprobious 
epithets are not deserved by the Corps 
which was established in 1794. It has been. 
known by various titles these including the 
Land Transport Corps, Military ‘Train, and 
Commissariat and Transport Corps and it 
will be noticed that the nicknames of abuse 
are made up from the initial letters of 
these names. In the Great War the Corps 
surpassed itself and earned the honour of 
being allowed to use the title “Royal” in 
front of its name. 























‘The Royal Corps of Signals, whose ‘mon 
may be seen scurrying along Shanghai's 
crowded streets on their speedy motorcycles, 
sprang from the Royal Engineers after the! 
Great War. The Corp's depot is at Catte- 
rick, Yorkshire. ‘The Corps of Royall 
Engineers takes precedence | immediately’ 
after the Royal Artillery, and although they 
hada. separate existence in 1685, it was 
not until after the 1715 Highland campaign 
that they were organized into a properly 
constituted military force. ‘The King. is 
Colonel-in-Chief of the Royal Engineers. 

‘The Corps of Military Police, although 
‘not the most popular unit in the Army, like 
the Military Provost Staft "Corps, contain 
some of the finest men serving today. ‘The 
unit was formed in 1880 and was placed 
under the command of a Provost Marshal. 
‘There are no privates in this Corps all men 
holding non-commissioned or warrant ranic 
Another departmental corps which performs 
sterling service is the Royal Army Pay 
Corps, which first came to light in 1878 
when there was formed an Army Pay De- 
partment. The title “Royal” was bestowed 
on the Corps after the Great War. 











Such are the histories of the British Army 
units serving in Shanghai today and it comes 
as no surprise to outsiders connected with 
‘the Army when they see the intense rivalry 
between the different Regiments and corps| 
in the Service. To a few people this rivalry’ 
‘cannot be understood but when one con- 
siders that from the time a young recruit, 
frst sets foot on the “square” at his depot 
to be trained as only the British Army 
trains its men’ in complicated drill move- 
ments, he is taught that the honour of his 
regiment supersedes everything else, it be- 
comes clear that he has the interests of his 
unit at heart and is keen to do all he can 
for its welfare both in personal appearance 
and sport, specially the latter. Between 
some Corps there is intense rivalry today 
but, all eredit to the soldiers concerned, that 
rivalry is never allowed to degenerate into

Kabul to Calcutta 
By Motor Car 


Having left Palestine carly in 
October, Dr. A. von Miorini, Shang- 
hai physician, who is motoring across 
Asia, writes that he arrived in Cal- 
feutta on November 15. His account 
‘of road conditions follow:—The trip 
from Kabul to the Indian border is 
chiefly distinctive by the fact, that 
there is a road with many ' very 
coarse gravel stones, which were 
successful in cutting’ three of my 
tyres within half an hour. I was| 
sitting on the roadside and waiting 
for a car or lorry, which might help| 
me along, because 1 had only two 
spares left and needed three. 


‘After some time an Indian bus eame| 
jatong and we mended one tyre with 
Ja rope strung round the dise ‘and 
tyre and filled the tyre with a tube of 
the ‘bus, which had to be folded 
in my tyre, which was too small in 
size. So I'arrived with one lame} 
foot at the frontier. 


Just behind the passport examina- 
tion bungalow on the Indian side the 
Way starts with asphalt surface, run- 
ning over the Khyber Pass, 
is “extremely interesting. "It 
Sweet «music to my ears to hear the 
wheels sing on the asphalted corners, 
at last, after four weeks of bad oF 
no roads at all. 


Progress Under British Rule 


‘The trip through the western In- 
dian Provinees proves the enormous 
work, which has been done and still 
Is done by the British authorities, to| 
cultivate desert land with astonishing 
success. 

From Peshawar I drove up Kash-| 
mir. Indeseribably beautiful is the! 
high plateau of this State. In the] 
midst of many placid lakes filled with] 
water iris lays the capital Srinagar. 
‘The autumn colours of red, brown! 
citron-yellow and silverish green de- 
corate the trees and bushes and the 
bright sunshine makes everything 
look so cheerful. ‘The plateau is sus 
rounded all round by snow clad| 
mountains, which shine beautifully in| 
the sun. 

Most of these peaks are over 
15,000 high, the highest is the Nanga 
Parbat with 27,000 height, which has 
never yet been climbed. In the west 
rises the Hindukush from! where I 
came 21,000 ft. high. In the east the 
Nunkun’ Massif rises 23,000 ft. and 
In the south the Banihal 15,000 ft., 
over the latter range I drove my car, 
sing the Banihal Pass highroad, 
which is led on the top of the pass| 
through the mountain by a tunnel 
9,000 ft. above sea level. 


Arrival at Amritsar 


In daring and winding curves the 
Toad leads down into the Indian’ 
plain, three hours driving time down-| 
hil. “Passing Lahore, I arrived at 
Amritsar. The Golden ‘Temple of! 
Amritsar as well as the. Taj Mahal 
in Agra and the river front with its] 
[ceremonial bathing in Benares are 
certainly the impressive sights of In- 
dia, Caleutta is a modern city in’ 
midst of real Indian life. In the 
[streets flanked by modern ’ buildings 
‘one meets natives of all provinces and 
the trams often have to stop for a 
herd of cattle of for only one single 
‘bull who has taken up ils resting 
place right in the middle of the street. 


Excellent Drive to Darjeeling 


From Calcutta I drove up the new 
hhigh road to Darjeeling, which offers 
‘a beautiful drive from soa level to 
7200 ft. in less than three hours. 
Darjeeling was bitter cold, where 1 
ived on Sunday, which is the 
market day. A most grotesque crowd 
lof people were in the square—from 
‘Tibet, Nepal, Kashmir, Assam and all 
the oddest provinces’ of the heart 
fof Asia could be seen and were pho- 
tographed and filmed.

Lord Nuffield to Give 
“Tron Lungs” 


London, Nov. 24. 
His intention of providing every 
hospital and institution in the British 
Empire with an “iron lung” was an- 
nouneed by Lord Nuffield, motor 
magnate and well-known philanthrop- 
ist, in a statement to the press yes- 
{terday. 

‘Some large hospitals, 
would have three or four. 

He expected that all’ the “iron 
lungs" required would be available 
by next Mareh. 

Lord Nuflield proposed to give up 
to 5,000 iron lungs, which would re- 
present a total’ benefaction of 
£500,000. 

‘The “lungs,” he said, would be 
manufactured by the Cowley works 
and at present they would cost £! 
each. 

Stocks to Be Kept for Needs 

He declared he was prepared to 
manufacture any number and, after 
the demand had been satisfied, stocks 
‘would be kept at Cowley in case of 
need. 

‘Although the average time for a 
person to occupy a “lung” was ten 
to fourteen days, nine months might 
be the period needed for a patient's 
recovery, said the philanthropist. 

“It seems to me a dreadful state of 
affairs,” declared Lord Nufield,' 
‘when’ children suffering from ine 
antile paralysis might be saved and, 
in a large percentage of cases, cured, 
whereas, without this machine, they 
must die.” 

He explained ‘that, as infantile 
paralysis was most prevalent in warm 
weather, he intended to supply big 
cities first, and in the first three 
months of 1940 nearly 1,000 lungs 
would be ready for distribution in 
preparation for the summer. 


Ald from Australian Inventor 

‘They had been working very closely 
with Dr. Young, the Australian in- 
ventor of the. machine, to improve 
it, continued Lord Nuffield, although 
Mie present model was most success- 

Ils chief advantages, he declared, 
were its lightness, which aided trans- 
portation, and the fact that it could 
be worked by hand if electrical power 
was unavailable, 

Originally produced for cases of in- 
fantile paralysis, the “iron lung” 
‘could be used in'other forms of lung 
failure, stated Lord NuM™eld, and in 
cases of gas-poisoning in wartime—

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Paris R.A.F. Show 
Attacts Crowds 


Paris, Nov. 27. 

Yesterday marked the second day of 
the “International Acronautieal  Ex- 
hibition in Paris and reports indicate 
that the crowds again displayed the 
great interest in the Royal Air Force 
stand which is being exhibited for 
the first time. 

This exhibit is designed to give im- 
mediate indication of the two features 
lof service which have been selected for 
Ja special iMustration—quality and the 
outstanding merit of modern aircraft 
with which the RAF. is equipped, 
and its worldwide responsibilities. 

Two fighter types of aireraft have 
been chosen “for  exhibition—the 
Spitfire and the Hurricane—while 
models of other ‘types on show in- 
‘clude the new reconnaissance and 
bomber types now in use in the Air 
Foree. The Spitfire is a low-winged 
monoplane of all metal construction, 
fond has a maximum speed of over 356, 
miles per hour. It was designed by 
the late Mr. R. J. Mitehell, who also 
Jdesigned the Supermarine ‘seaplane 
with which Great Britain won. the 
[Schneider ‘Trophy, and some similari- 
tics of tine can be traced between 
{the military machine and its predeces- 
sor. 


Carries Eight Machine Guns 

It is powered with a 1,000 horse 
power Rolls Royce Merlin engine, Its 
Jarmament comprises eight machine 





guns. 

In addition to its normal means of 
manufacture the Spitfire will soon be 
produced in a large new factory eree- 
ted by Lord Nuffield, near Coventry, 

‘The Hurricane is'a low winged 
‘canti-lever monoplane of metal con- 
‘struction and covered with fabric, It 
has a maximum speed of 330 m.p.h. 
and, like the Spitfire, also carries eight 
machine guns. ‘The ‘plane's landing 
speed is remarkable low—62 miles per

It has 
a flying redius of 5,000 kilometres, 
‘The armament consists of a rolative 
gun dome mounted in the hull of the 
boat and two gun emplacements aft 
while an cdditional gun ig mounted 
in the gondola device.

Beauty in Daily Life 


The Arts and Crafts Exhibition 
‘Society open their jubilee show at 




















Burlington House next Thursday. 
The Society, founded in 1888, was 
shiefly due to William — Morris's 


rusade against the crowded stufll- 
hess of Vielorian house decoration. 
Jand particularly against the tyranny 
Of the machine, “‘The ery then Was 
“hand versus machine.” Today, ac- 
cepling the inevitable, the Society 
preaches “hand with the machine.” 
Like all reformers, William Morris 
‘went too far. His tapestries and wall 
Papers were exquisite, and we owe 
him a great debt for’ the simplicity 
which he. brought back to domestic 
arrangements. On the other hand. 
fone does rather fecl that to be in| 
keeping with his furniture one would 
have to dress in high necked smocks. 
at sacking und sandals, Nowadays. 
the seareh for new patterns has pro- 
duced a terrible lot of rubbish, yet 
there was never atime when’ the 
machine, properly guided by the 
hand. was putting so many really 
beautiful things at the disposal of 
so many people of only modest in- 
fcomes. Also the “artiness," which| 
was so horribly evident atthe “Art 
In Industry” exhibition four years 
‘ago, is tending to disappear. What} 
the Society specially aims at Is to| 
restore that sturdiness and breadth 
fof proportion which has always been 
1a characteristic of the best English 
feraftemanship. I remember being] 
paiticularly struck, at the Liverpool 
Museum, by the collection of early 
English chinaware (a much younger 
craft in this country than 1 had 
realized), of which the neighbour 
hood of Liverpool was the birthplace, 
‘The shapes were primitive, the paint- 
Jed designs on them erude and irregu- 
lar. Yet one and. all possessed a 
wonderful vitality and strength. and 
Jone could feel that the eraftsman 
had taken as much joy in his work 
jas Robinson Crusoe when he put the 
first clumsy “pot he succeeded in 
making where it would be the frst 
thing he saw when he woke.

Law of Compensations 


‘The serious decrease in the num- 
ber of girls who choose nursing as 0 
profession, objecting to its long 
hours, hard drudgery, starvation pay

watched with much interest. Girls 
Usually leave school at 17, but ean- 
not become probationers ‘under 18, 
‘To All in the gap, and secure nurses 
later, the West London Hospital. will 
give girls training as students for a 
year. “They will live at home, but 
et their meals at the hospital, and 
in special cases. bursaries of "£20, 
Mornings will be spent in lectures 
‘on anatomy. physiology, first aid, 
chemistry and invalid cookery; the 
‘afternoons in practical demonstra 
tions. “Those who pass the examina- 
tion at the end of their year will then. 
be taken. as. probationers, on much 
better terms than are usually given 
to those maids-of-all-work, ‘The stu 
dents will wear overalls, not uni- 
forms, and it is specially emphasized 
that they wil be all allowed. within 
reason to use cosmetics, the om- 
‘bargo on which in the case of nurses 
is 9 bitter and fust_ grievance, Un- 
doubtedly the hardships of a nurse's 
life are exaggerated and in ‘recent 
times conditions have much improved, 
The late Lord Knutsford recalled 
that when he took London Hospital 
under his wing a day nurse got into 
a bed when the night nurse ot out 
of it and vice vers. Beds were never 
cold and conditions all round were 
intolerable, But with so many open- 
ings now available for’ girls, the 
meagre pay and many restrictions of 
@ nurse's life mot’ unnaturally put 
girls off, 

Apropos of work for girls, an ex: 
traordinary ease came to my know 
ledge recently. A parlourmatd. who 
hhad been ina house in our neigh: 
bourhood for two years, decided that 
she would like to go to London, She 
wave notice and went up to a big 
registry office in town where she wat 
known, They told her to come bacl 
here and withdraw her notice to 
eave. ‘They sald that they had 
nothing for her, not a single applica- 
tion on their books by any. mistress, 
and had not had any for some weeks, 
‘That many people are cutting down 
expenses “isa fact, But it gems 
more probable that mistresses begin 
to realize, as I know several who 
have, that with the help of a daily 
to do the roughest jobs it is quite 
easy to do the work themselves and 
‘on tho whole much more comfort. 
able, So the revolt of the maids of 
which we have heard so much leads 
to the revolt of the mistresses. _Em- 
ferson’s law of compensations’ once 
more.

Her husband, if all accounts 
fare true. seems to "have behaved 
rather irrationally. He first fell in 
luve with her for her voice, and 
‘then, after marriage, found that it 
was ‘taking her away from him too 
much. Hence the threatened divorce, 
But a compromise has been made. 
‘Mme Flagstad will continue to sing, 
but only occasionally and the most 
of her time will be spent at home 
in Oslo,
